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School board 
accepts T.M.'s 
reduced budget

Beginning February 24, Wilming- 
ton School Committee members 
will be preparing a 1993 school 
budget which will be $200,000 less 
than the current budget. After 
extensive deliberation last week, 
board members voted five to two to 
go along with the town manager's 
bottom line figure of $12.1 million. 
They directed Supt, William Fay to 
bring in a budget reflecting that 
number. 

Not everyone was happy with the 
move to reduce the current $12.3 
million budget. Fay said he wasn't 
satisfied with the town manager's 
recommendation. 

"We just can't keep going back- 
wards in dollar amounts when our 
system is, in fact, growing,” he said. 

"It’s frightening to think what we 
have to do to run the system on 
$12.1 million,” noted John DeMar- 
co, According to Committeeman 
Bob Peterson, the only place left to 
cut would be in the salary account, 
which makes up $10.2 million of the 
present budget. 

Phil Fenton said he opposed the 
manager's figure. He urged mem- 
bers to let the superintendent bring 
forward a "sound" budget, one that 
wouldn't put "a pressure point on 
our children's education." 

While the committee agreed with 
Fay that they were obliged to do the 
best possible job of educating stu- 
deints, they wondered aloud where 
the-monoy would come fron-te-do 
the job. 

“We cannot spend what the town 
does not have,” said Peggy Kane, 
adding, "No one has given me any 
indication of where there's anymore 
money." 

Chairman Aldo Caira pointed out 
while all committee members were 
doing their best for Wilmington 
youngsters, "we have to (also) think 
what's in the best interest of the 
community.” 

Fay has yet to present his own 
budget recommendation to. the 
board, However, he told committee- 
men he was projecting increases in 
the collective bargaining area, 
additional personnel to keep class 
sizes down, and in the textbook 
account to replace outdated books. 
Some members seemed stunned by 


the news, They called for a more 
realistic budget in keeping with the 
town's fiscal situation. 

"I for one will not support addi- 
tional personnel," said Peterson. 
Dr. Shirley Callan agreed. She also 
expressed "dismay" over the delay 
in beginning the budget process. She 
reminded the board she had asked 
Fay to bring his budget to the 
committee that week so they could 
begin budget talks and have a final 
document to the finance committee 
March 19 for review. Peterson told 
Fay he would like his proposed. 
budget by the end of last week. 
After the vote to go with a $12.1 
million bottom line, Fay said he 
needed more time to change his 
proposal and could present it to the 
board on Monday, February 24. 

Part of the delay in presenting the 
budget stemmed from the hope that 
the state would move quickly and 
pass the new education reform bill 
thus assuring that Wilmington 
would get extra funds for next year. 
While hopes are still high the 
educational package will pass, that 
hasn't happened as yet. 

Aldo Caira suggested preparing 


two budgets, one along the town _ 


manager's recommendation and one 
reflecting the system's actual needs. 
He said if Wilmington receives 
extra funds they can be incorpora- 
ted at a later date. He cautioned, 
however, against giving “false 
hope." 

‘Most comm#treemen recognized 
that any cuts will most likely come 
in the salary account. Both John 
Wood, head of the Wilmington 
Teachers’ Association, and Business 
Manager Peter DeRoeve agree that 
for every $300,000 reduction, 
approximately 10 teachers would be 
laid off. With $200,000 cut right at 
the outset, that works out to seven 
or eight teachers immediately laid 
off. In addition, said Wood, the 
payroll will be going up $500,000 
to fund the teacher's five percent 
salary increase which was nego- 
tiated last year, A total of 25 to 30 
teachers could face layoffs in the 
year ahead, said Wood, DeRoeve 
explained there is still $532,636 
which was deferred, to this year. 
Payment of that money, he said, 
could be deferred for yet another 
year.

Developer 
Kevin MacDonald is seeking to 
rezone a 4.85 acre parcel by An- 
dover Street from R60 to R20. Al 
and Diane Fielding also want to 
amend the zoning bylaws to rezone 
a parcel off Hopkins Street from

R60 to R20, Attorney Bob Peterson 
is asking to rezone two parcels 
southerly by Lowell Street from 
R20 to High Density Business. 

Petitioners are seeking to purchase 
seven parcels of surplus town land 
in five areas of town. The lots are 
located on Andrew Street off 
Aldrich Road, on Gorham Street off 
Glen Road, on Lynch Lane off Glen 
Road, on West Jamaica Avenue off 
Faulkner Avenue, and on Morning- 
side Drive off Cunningham Street. 
If the articles are approved, the lots 
will have to go out to bid to all 
interested parties as spelled out in 
new state regulations. 

There will be a public hearing on 
all warrant articles on Tuesday,

Housing Partnership 
sponsors two articles

The Wilmington Housing Part- 
nership (WHP) will be bringing 
two articles forward at April's 
town meeting. At last Thursday's 
meeting, the board reviewed the 
draft articles and tightened up 
some of the language. 

One of the articles asks voters to 
allow the WHP to build affordable 
homes on five parcels of town- 
owned land. After much discus- 
sion, members decided to build all 
single family homes on the sites 
rather than duplexes or triplexes in 
order to be consistent with arca 
neighborhoods and forestall 
possible complaints from abuttors. 

The largest site under considera- 
tion is a 10-acre parcel near the 
Wildwood School pedway with 
access off Federal Street. Health 
Director Greg Erickson estimates 
that, utilizing septic systems, ap- 
proximately 10 to 15 homes could” 
be built on the site. WHP members 
preferred a mix of affordable and’ 
market rate homes on the property. 
The second largest site is on Avon 
Street by Aldrich Road, Members 
estimated five homes could be built 
on two separate sites. Three of the 
homes would be built on existing 
lots while two would be built on a 
30,000 square foot subdivided lot 
needing board of appeals approval. 
Again they preferred a mix of 
affordable and market rate units. 

The board is also looking to 
construct two single family homes 
with a shared driveway on Denault 
Drive, three homes on three lots on 
Bates Avenue near Virginia Road, 
and one home on Lynch Lane off 
Glen Road.

For the second time, the WHP is 
sponsoring an article to allow for 
the creation of accessory apart- 
ments in Wilmington. A similar 
article was brought to voters in 
1988 where it was reportedly 
defeated by one vote. 

According to the draft bylaw, 
accessory apartments would be 
allowed in R10, 20, 60 and neigh- 
borhood business zones’ in homes 
existing prior to January 1,1992. 
Homeowners would have to 
conform to certain conditions such 
as putting no more than two 
bedrooms in an apartment and 
having a minimum floor area of 
750 square feet and a maximum 
area of 1,250 square feet, Cur- 
rently, there is a bylaw that 
pertains to dwelling conversions 
put WHP members said that law is 
‘So restrictive it's not really used. 

Members on Thursday incorpo- 
rated some changes suggested by 
the planning board and the League 
of Women Voters. They agreed to 
the necessity of having one 
additional parking space for the 
apartment and allowing exterior 
stairways to an apartment if the 
stairway is not visible from the 
street. They also eliminated a 10 
percent cap on accessory apart- 
ments in town because the LVW 
felt this figure would mislead 


residents, Odette Kent of the LVW 
and the partnership noted the 
league felt people would get 


confused with the state's 10 percent 
requirement of affordable housing 
stock in town and end up with the 
feeling that all of the apartments 
would count toward the state re- 
quirement. She suggested a lower 
figure be written into the bylaw. 
Members opposed her suggestion 
and opted to eliminate an “arbi- 
trary" cap altogether. Planning - 
Conservation Director Lynn 
Duncan stressed that the town 
would never reach the 10 percent 
figure anyway because of 
restrictions such as Title V Septic 
regulations, so residents don't have 
to fear too many apartments would 
be created in town. 

"The truth is we're not going to 
reach 10 percent and we're not 
going to reach five percent,” she 
said. 

During the discussion other 
changes were made to the draft 
bylaw. These included the deletion 
of a section allowing apartments in 
detached units such as garages and 
barns. 

Partnership members stressed 
they are sponsoring the article to 
allow the creation of more diverse 
housing types in town. By their 
nature, said members, apartments 
will likely be kept affordable. Bob 
DiPalma predicted people will be 
more accepting of this type of 
housing at this town meeting since 
there's "a whole different climate" 
in the affordable housing picture 
today.

Fay receives 
vote of confidence

Wilmington School Superinten- 
dent William Fay got his vote of 
confidence from school unions. 

Following some negative com- 
ments and poor ratings on his 
evaluation by some members of the 
local school committee, Fay said he 
would poll the unions to see if they 
would give him a vote of 
confidence on.his job performance 
for the past three years. At last 
week's committee meeting, Fay 
said he received what he consi- 
dered to be an "overwhelming" 
vote of confidence from his staff. 
According to the superintendent, 
224 staff members supported him, 
16 did not, and six said they had no 
opinion. 

During the meeting, Fay read a 
sampling of unsolicited letters 
received from several people. A 
letter signed by all the directors 
noted that Fay "sets the tone for 
cooperative problem solving" and 


works in the best interest of the 
students in his care. Wilmington 
principals, among other things, 
pointed out the superintendent 
allows for differing points of view. 
One staff member said "I can't 
think of one element that is lacking 
in your leadership." Another 
thanked Fay for his support and 
noted he was building trust "where 
mistrust existed prior to your 
arrival." 

Dr, Shirley Callan, who gave Fay 
all unsatisfactory marks on his 
evaluation, claimed it was "inap- 
propriate" for Fay to seek support 
from school unions, especially 
when it was so close to contract 
negotiations with them. Fay urged 
the committee to put aside its dif- 
ferences and try to work together 
in the future. He acknowledged his 
own comments may have been 
Strong at the last meeting then 
added, "as far as I'm concerned, 
the matter's over." =

Planning 
board 
reviews 
subdivsions

A four lot subdivision being 
proposed by developers Jay Tighe 
and James Banda was reviewed by 
the Wilmington Planning Board 
Tuesday night. The subdivision will 
be built near Lowell and Parker 
streets. 3 

Tighe said the men plan to bring 
the existing Naples Road to Adams 
Street and put in a 40 foot cul de sac 
at the end of the road. He said this 
was the only "viable" access to the 
lots, The’site is in an R20 zone and 
contains pre-existing lots. The 
builders said they would put in 
above ground utilities, 

Planning Board Chairman Dick 
Longo cautioned the developers to 
minimize their list of variance 
requests, 

"The smaller the list the easier it is 
to grant," said Longo. 

The board also discussed Treasure 
Hill, another subdivision off An- 
dover Street. Developer Kevin 
MacDonald was seeking to modify 
his 12 lot subdivision by substituting 
rockcurb for granite curbing and 
shortening the planned sidewalks. 
MacDonald said rockcurb is less 
costly than granite and stronger 
than the average concrete curb, He 
said he would rather bring the 
sidewalk along one side to the cul de 
sac and plant trees there for 
cosmetic reasons rather than bring 


it through the development as” 


planned. . 

In a letter to the board Town 
Engineer Harold Gillam said, 
because of the slope of the road, he 
wouldn't consider it "prudent" to 
eliminate sidewalks on one side. He 
also suggested the board adhere to 
the granite curbing, Some members 
seemed to fear setting a precedent 
by allowing the modifications. The 
board agreed to continue the 
hearing to discuss the matter with 
Gillam. 


In that time, cable service has

Planners approve 
Koch expansion

A proposed addition to the Koch 
Membrane facility at Eames and 
Main Streets, with a proposed 
increase of 80 parking spaces met 
with the approval of the Wil- 
mington Planning Board Tuesday 
night, Planners praised the site plan 
saying it was complete and "well 
thought out." 

Bernie Pacquin, a civil engineer 
with Dana Perkins, and Paul 
Conway, facility manager at Koch, 
said they were seeking to build a 
43,238 square foot addition to the 
present building because Koch had 
recently acquired Romicon Inc. of 
Woburn. Reportedly, Koch Mem- 
brane will consolidate Romicon's 
marketing, customer service, and 
manufacturing operations into their 
Wilmington operation. 

Pacquin said parking will increase 
from 231 to 311 spaces which

should be adequate for the total 
facility, He said extra spaces will be 
added when the firm adds on a 
second story to the building. Since 
the site abuts an R20 residential 
zone, proponents plan to put in a 
landscaped buffer for privacy by 
the addition and the parking lot. The 
engineer added there will be a free 
flow of traffic around the area, a 
dumpster will be screened from 
sight, and a new sewer line will 
service the facility. Because the site 
is in a groundwater protection 
district, the town engineer has 
required three catch basins and oil 
traps for runoff-

He pointed to current space 
needs at the Shawsheen School with 
an additional 150 youngsters 
enrolled this year. Committeeman 
Bob Peterson said with all the new 
housing developments in town, 
especially by the Shawsheen, the 
board may have to consider 
redistricting in the near future.

MWRA sewer rates — wh

There has been a lot to complain 
about on the national scene this 
winter, pontificating politicians, a 
floundering economy and sky- 
rocketing health costs. 

On the local level, one of 
everyone's favorite targets, the 
MWRA, is back in the headlines. 
The agency has announced an 
average rate hike of 36 percent. 
This is similar to recent increases 
and can be expected to continue for 
another five years. Wilmington's 
assessment will be $1,500,000 for 
fiscal year 1993. In fiscal year 
1989, it was $390,000. 

The town's assessment from the 
MWRA is made up of two charges. 
The first is for operation and 
maintenance of the treatment 
system and is based on the 
population connected to the sewer 
and is a function of volume and 
strength of the waste water. The 
second and largest component of 
the assessment is’ for debt service 
for the six billion dollar cleanup 
program. The charge is based on 
total population plus the strength of 
industrial discharges. Since Wil- 
mington's entire population is not 
on the sewer system, it is being 
penalized under the present 
formula. The town has approxi- 


mately 600 sewer customers, which 
is only about 12 percent of the total 
population, There is growing 
support with many of the suburban 
members of the District to have 
meters installed in the main trunk 
line before it connects to the 
MWRA system. Thus the 
assessment can be based on flow, 
Boston and the other urban cities 
are opposed since they would be 
most affected by this more 
equitable formula. Stay tuned to 
see how this plays out. 

To understand the town's in- 
volvement with MWRA, we need 
to look at history. In a 1957 
Special Town Meeting, Wilmington 
voted to join the MDC sewerage 
district, which was the MWRA's 
predecessor. The 1960 Annual 
Town Meeting authorized the 
construction and operation of 
sewers within the town. Since then 
there have been several major 
extensions to the sewer system, 
which begins on Woburn Suet at 
the Woburn city.line. 

In 1985 the MWRA was formed 
“as an independent agency to im- 
prove water quality in Boston 
Harbor. It took over the MDC 
Sewerage District, which includes 
43 communities. It currently

So how did we get stuck in the 
current financial quagmire? If you 
guessed anything other than 
politics, you have spent too much 
time under the hole in the ozone 
layer.

Water Pollution Control Act 
established stringent standards to 
improve the quality of our rivers 
and harbors. Grants were available 
to help with the-construction-of the 
treatment plants and collection 
systems. The federal government 
contributed 75 percent and the state 
added 15 percent. Many cities and 
towns made use of this program. In 
fact, the Silver Lake Interceptor 
was funded under this grant 
program. The governor and 
legislature, however, felt the EPA 
should grant a waiver for Boston 
Harbor. The cost was the chief 
concern. The polit Ss were con- 
cerned about the financial impact 
of having their constituents pay 10 
percent of the construction cost. 
After a~ decade of legal 
maneuvering and stalling, a federal 
judge stepped in and ordered the 
cleanup of Boston Harbor to begin

The project 
was to be under the control of the 
newly created MWRA. 

The technology was there in the 
1970s, but the political backbone 
was not. So instead of receiving a 
90 percent grant, the MWRA has 
received only a miserly five 
percent, The ratepayers are picking 
up the rest of the tab. So although 
the MWRA is. bearing the brunt of 
the anger, they had two strikes 
against them when they started — 
political inaction and no grants, 

Since it is unlikely that the state 
or federal government will provide 
additional construction grants for 
the harbor cleanup, other steps 
should be considered to mitigate 
the rate shock. Perhaps allowing 
homeowners to deduct sewer 
charges on their federal or state tax 
returns, Exempting the MWRA 
assessment from the limits of 
Proposition 2 1/2 will ease the 
burden of the already strapped 
communities within the district. 

Since Boston Harbor has been a 
cesspool for the entire state for 
centuries, its cleanup costs should 
be spread-out statewide. This may 
take some of the sting out of recent 
rate increases.

Michelle Nortonen should not be professionally 
discriminated against because her father is chairman of the 
Wilmington School Committee. For that matter, Nortonen 
should not become the unwilling political football in any game 
of personnel rugby, played between colorful school committee 
factions. 

Nortonen, the vice-principal of the Shawsheen Elementary 
School, is a smart example of a rarity in this local government 
- that not every big "townie family" gets jobs for members 
simply because of their surnames, Instead, Nortonen is a 
seasoned educator earning every step and each accolade of her 
career through hard work and dedication. Her obvious 
abilities have merited the professional advancements. 

If you have-a-child—at-the Shawsheen Elementary no 
explanations are needed as to why Michelle Nortonen is fully 
prepared to be a school principal in the local system, The two 
story brick building that stands near the old Middlesex Canal 
Aqueduct is proof that the best primary education in the 
Merrimack Valley can be obtained right here in Wilmington, 
thanks to administrators who know their jobs. 

If school-based management is the new trend, whereby each 
school house is independently operated by the best headmaster 
the public can afford, than Nortonen as principal would be a 
case study for the merits of this new managment theorem. 

Today, a search process is under-way to fill the post soon to 
be vacated by Delores Silva, and we agree with the propriety 
of the school committee majority in voting to post the job for 
all apply. If perception is important, Chairman Caira's vote 
opposing this was less than advisable. 

We also agree there has yet to be a public assault against 
Nortonen by her father's opponents on the school committee. 
To date, the only information precipitating this is nothing 
beyond unsubstantiated rumors. 

Former school committee chairman Tony Accardi 
recognized Nortonen's talents and said that his successor Caira 
may be in an untenable situation. "Ironically, his presence on 
the board may unfortunately hurt his daughter because it 
allows opponents to raise the issue of nepotism even when that 
issue isn't real," said Accardi. 

But the real issue here is that Nortonen, on her own, merits 
the job. And in any event, legislation now gaining support on 
Beacon Hill would handicap local school committces, taking 
away their authority to confirm or reject the superintendent's 
major appointments. 

This might be a positive development.

One former municipal employee is said to be provoked 
enough to launch a bid for the board of selectmen. Retired 
firefighter Gerry Duggan confirms that he is a candidate 
and is circulating nomination papers. Duggan is the brother of 
just retired water department superintendent Paul Duggan. 

Town Manager Caira has come under fire for consolidating 
Paul Duggan's post within days following the retirement, 
Duggan was employed at the water department for over 30 
years, and as’superintendent for near the last ten, The family 
has become almost synonomous with that municipal 
department. 

However, Gerry Duggan contends that his candidacy is not 
linked directly to the water department affair, or any other 
Tumored personal matters, "I deny the vendetta thing, but 
people are going to say it anyway," said the candidate,__ 

Duggan is the nephew of another announced candidate, 
Conservation Commissioner Margaret Imbimbo. However, 
Duggan said that for reasons of health Imbimbo will leave the 
race shortly. "I believe she's dropping out," he said, 

Duggan, once active in the local firefighters union, has not 
Sought public office before. He opposes a raid on the 
redevelopment authority treasury and does not favor the 
present teachers’ contract, which has garnered broad publicity. 

The Butters Row resident is considered highly popular with 
town workers and many, including the other candidates, will 
be waiting to see how actively Duggan campaigns.

Kevin Comtois' entry into the Tewksbury selectmen's 
race promises a less than boring political foray this Spring. A 
South Tewksbury resident, Comtois, a former legislative aide 
to Rep. Jim Miceli, is known for his feisty political style and 
ability to take on the establishment. 

Comtois said he's running to reinstate self-government in 
Tewksbury, "overrun by the selectmen when they imposed the 
new Trash Tax." The candidate questions the validity of the 
retroactive nature of the trash fee, and said selectmen exhibited 
their contempt for Proposition 2 1/2 when they imposed the fee 
immediately after voters rejected the override question. 

Comtois is convinced that 1992 is a year in waiting for 
Opposition candidates to incumbent selectmen, Tewksbury has 
garnered state-wide attention as it deals with the often 
emotional implications of a toxic dump site less than a 
quarter-of-a-mile from where Comtois resides. "I used to play 
out there when I was'a kid, and it never should have gotten to 
this point. Where have the’ selectmen been and why are our 
kids still allowed to play. out there," said Comtois. Also, 
Tewksbury, like most communities, wrangles with a deluge of 
budgetary problems just as the Department of Employment and 
Training reports the new unemployment rate for the town still 
hovers near ten percent. "People who are out of work and just 
struggling to get by in this Depression, can't afford to bail out 
the politicians who don't know how to balance budgets." 

Comtois said he's making only one campaign promise, and 
that is to run a “clean, honest and issues-orientated campaign." 
Said the candidate, "I think if there was ever a time for 
substance and real long-term ideas on the campaign trail, it is 
now.” 

Comtois is a graduate student at the University of 
Massachusetts at Boston studying American*Civilization. He 
did his undergraduate work at Westfield State, is a graduate of 
Tewksbury Memorial High School and a nineteen-year town 
resident. Upon completing his studies, Comtois intends to seek 
a career as a college professor.

For the first time in four years, 
the "annual" Shawsheen Watershed 
Environmental Action Team (also 
called SWEAT) ice fishing derby, 
sponsored by Met Life, went off as 
planned on Sunday. Thin ice forced 
cancelation of the event for three 
years running, so it was a pleasant 
surprise to finally fish Ames Pond 
again. 

Pleasantly surprising indeed! The 
fish in Ames Pond hardly ever see a 
hook, so they've had years to grow 
without being disturbed. 

And it showed. 

The ice on Ames was marginal, 
four to six inches thick at the most, 
Heavy rains the night before almost 
killed the derby, and the early rain 
was a big factor in the small-turnout 
for the derby -- only 30 anglers 
signed up, with many trickling in as 
the day wore on. 

All-day, there were “drain holes" 
appearing 4n the ice. The warmer 
water on top would find a crack and 
bubble down to the lake below, and 
the warm water would widen out 
the hole. Some of the natural holes 
on the pond were nearly a foot wide 
at day's end. Scary, Also, the warm 
weather was eating the ice, leaving 
a mere three inches in most spots by 
quitting time, 

Barring an arctic air mass, the ice 
fishing season is done. 

By nine o'clock, only two fish had 
been registered, and the biggest was 
a 1-pound, 14-ounce pickerel that 
was taken by Paul Niven. Another 
slow day of ice fishing, or that's the 
‘way it looked. 

Just after 10 a.m., however, the 
entire complexion of the derby was 
altered. This author's deepest tipup, 
at around six feet deep, went off. 

When I got to the tipup, the spool 
was screaming. The unseen fish was 
tearing off line by the yard. Rather 
than wait, I grabbed the tipup and 
set the hook, and I was rewarded 
with a mighty pull from the far end 
of the line. Hot damn! 

What came up through the ice was 
majestic. A nice bass, fat and sleek. 
The only reason the fish made its 
way to the weigh-in table, however, 
was through the thoughtful action 
of Pete McLellan of Wilmington. 

Pete was fishing next to me, with 
Bobby Silva. When I set the hook 
and began-to do battle, Pete knelt by 
the hole, hands ready. Thank God 
he did. . 

As I lifted the fish out of the hole, 
the line snapped. For a second the 
big bass was lying on top the hole, 
sideways, and flopping. Doom was 
guaranteed. It was then that young 
Pete scooped the fish away fromthe 
hole, thus keeping the big fish from 
certain escape, Thanks again, Pete.

The bass weighed in at 4-pounds, 
11-ounces, and easily took the first 
place on the three-fish prize board.

Mike Magliozzi of Billerica took 
a fat, 4-pound bass that held onto 
third place easily, worth $25, Add 
up the prizes and the $10 entry fees 
and you'll note that SWEAT made 
all of $50 from the derby. 

But Mike was lucky in a different 
sort of way, He said he had brought 
small shiners to the derby, but they 
weren't doing him any good. 

Fishing next to Mike was John 
Koczerga of Tewksbury, who gave 
Mike some of his bigger bait. Using 
the bigger minnows, Mike was able 
to land a pickerel that pushed John's 
3-pound, 4-ounce pickerel off. 

From across the ice I heard Mike 
ask for another shiner, and John's 
bellowed reply was "Sure, but it'll 
cost ya TEN BUCKS!" 

The derby ran from 7 a.m. until 3 
p.m,, which was a long day on the 
thin ice, Luckily, no “fall throughs” 
were reported, and police Officer 
Kevin Reese walked the ice (on a 
paid detail) to prevent any. vehicles 
from driving onto the pond, 

The three winners received their 
cash prize from Rick Barry from 
SWEAT, and a brass trophy from 
Lisa Clifton, MetLife's Marketing 
manager. A total of 18 fish were 
taken, and all were released alive, 

Still, everyone was surprised to 
find that the smallest fish on the 
prize board was a 4-pound bass, A 
nice day of fishing, indeed.

Dozens of persons have told Larz 
about the names of the place which 
was once The Black Kat, in 
Wilmington. It was the subject of a 
Town Crier article on January 22. 

The names of the persons who 
were selling liquor etc. were 
volunteered.

There were even names of person 
who stood around in the 
Wilmington Square area and sold

Henry Porter must have been a 
pretty handy person. It sounds as 
though it was a'lively evening, 

Anyway, some time about 
1928-30 Henry Porter became 
postmaster of Wilmington. Then, in 
1932 there was a new president 

Henry was bounced out. He was 
not a member of the correct 
political party, and another person 
was appointed. 

But when the accounts of the post 
office became fouled Henry got the 
job back, and he stayed postmaster 
for nearly 60 years. 

Among other things he was the 
second person to become president 
of the Rotary Club of Wilmington, 

And, unknown to Larz, it was 
Henry Porter who was running the 
Rainbow, across from Rocco's, 
when Pop took Larz to a Sunday 
dinner, Pop could not have chosen a 
finer man to be the host.

Situation grave at 
neglected cemetery

Restaurants and gas stations, tend 
to dominate the area around Main 
and Shawsheen streets in Tewks- 
bury. But a closer look at this 
jumble of modem day life reveals 
an area untouched - and untouchable 

by eager developers. 

This land, at the corner of Main 
and Shawsheen streets, is the final 
resting place for many of the towns 
first residents and their descendants, 
including members of the once 
prominent Kittredge family. It is 
called South Burying Ground, 
although there is no marker labeling 
it so. 

This graveyard, which dates back 
to the 1700's, seems out of place 
now in this busy section of town. 
Overgrown with weeds, the

cemetery is sadly unkept and has an 
aura of decay and neglect. 
Inscriptions on some of the stones 
can't be read because they have been 
broken by vandals, others have 
become illegible after. enduring 
many rubbings. 

The cemetery is owned by the 
town of Tewksbury, as is the one on 
the corner of East and Lee streets. 
Neither cemetery has received the 
attention and care accorded the 
present cemetery on East Street. 

According to Sandra Barbeau, 
Executive Secretary to the Board of 
Selectman, an annual bid is held 
under Chapter 30B, for the position 
of Cemetery Officer of the two 
graveyards, 

This position was awarded to John 
L. Collins of Northfield, N.H., a 
position previously held for years 
by Collins’ father, Leslie. 

Collins, who is vacationing in 
Florida, was unavailable for 
comment, but Barbeau reports that 
the Cemetery Officer position pays 
$1250.00. The duties the job entails 
include cutting the grass, and 
keeping the walls in repair. 

The cemeteries have more 
problems than the lawn and the 
walls, however, such as broken tree 
limbs dangling to the ground, 

William Burris of the Department 
of Public Works feels that one 
person can not bring the two 
graveyards up to acceptable 
standards. 

"The D.P.W. is taking part in the 
caretaking of the cemeteries for the 
first time this year," he said. "We 


have the equipment necessary for 
the landscaping the graveyards 
require." A 

Burris added that he believes one 
day the cemeteries will fall under 
full responsibility of the D.P.W. 

Local residents complain thatthe 
graveyards are a disgrace to the 
town. 

Ed Bowley, who has resided next 
to South Burying Ground for 55 
years, feels it's a shame the 
graveyard was allowed to reach it's 
current condition, 

"It really is a mess,” he said. "I 
used to kick kids out of there late at 
night who were drinking, smoking, 
and vandalizing the stones." 

Bowley recalled a time when he 
was interested in fixing up the area, 
but now feels it's to big of a job for 
him. 

Residents such as Bowley, inte- 
rested in repairing the cemeteries 
on a volunteer basis will be 
discouraged to learn they'll have 
difficulty getting permission from 
the town, 

Barbeu reports that insurance will 
become an issue in such a situation. 

"The town manager will pro- 
bably have some hesitations when 
considering whether to allow volun- 
teers repair the cemetery, who 
aren't insured by the town," she 
said, 

Under situations such as these, the 
cemetery with the rentains of some 
of the town's early forefather's and 
veterans of the Revolutionary and 
French and Indian Wars will remain 
ina state of ruin.

It works quite nicely,” Porter said. 

She added, “The time goes by 
quickly, two hours seems like 20- 
minutes.” 

Spellman has been playing the 
game for about 10-years and said 
“I quit the bars after an altercation 
with a drunken gentleman.” 

Spellman said, The reason I got 
involved with SAFE is that I 
wanted to play the game as a 
sport, without alcohol involved.”

Campbell, an eccentric research 
scientist who has dug himself into 
the heart of the Amazon rain for- 
est, where he claims he's found 
the cure for cancer. Only he's mis- 
placed the formula.

Enter Lorraine Bracco, a 
pushy, down-to-earth research sci- 
entist who shows up as his 
requested assistant.

Director John McTinenan has 
Connery playing his part as 
though he were an escapee from a 
bad sit-com, He's out in the jun- 
gle, swinging his golf clubs, 
insulting Bracco, drinking the 
local hootch to help chase away 
his ghosts. Bracco, on the other 
hand, is all humorless hard edges 
and an annoying, whiny tempera- 
ment, These two opposites should 
work off each other, We expect 
laughs, a few sexual sparks. It just 
never happens, 

The real star of this flick is the 
rain forest. McTiernan may have a 
problem with his actors, but he 
captures all the drama of his loca- 


tion. From the cascading remote- 


ness of the waterfalls to glorious 
shots taken above the treetops, the 
jungle is a-glistening, enigmatic 
paradise. McTiernan's eye cap- 
tures the joy and the danger of 
this green wilderness, If only he 
could have captured that kind of 
emotional honesty in his charac- 
ters, this film would have felt less 
like a lecture and more like enter- 
tainment.
